According to Michael Herman,

The City of Romulus refuses to 
pay the “middle man.” 

That’s the stand Mayor Janes 
Stewart and his administration are 
taking in their attempt to renew the 
city’s contract with the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Departmnt for 
police protection. 

And the “middle man” — in this 
case the Wayne County Board of 
Auditors — wants a hefty $202,000 
more than Romulus says the 
contract calls for. 

“We have discussed and agreed 
upon a contract with the Sheriffs 
Department,” Stewart said Monday, 
and if we could deal directly with 
them, this contract would be signed. 

“No way are we gcing to pay 
$50,000 per car for each of the four 
cars we have patrolling our city.” 

Romulus’ contract with Wayne 
County ran out in August and they 
have continued under the same 
terms. But when Romulus was billed 
$202,640 more than the contract calls 
for, Stewart asked the Board of 
Auditors what it was for. 


2 sports reinstated \ 
but donations needed

Romulus High School’s varsity 
basketball and wrestling teams' 
biggest opponents aren’t even listed 
on this season’s schedule. 

That battle will be to raise enough 
money through volunteer efforts to 
support the two sports. 

The Romulus Board of Education 
gave approval Monday night to high 
school principal Joel Carr’s 
recommendation that the winter 
athletic program be re-instated at 
no cost to the school board. Varsity 
winter sports were cut two weeks 
ago. 

“I sweated blood out there,” Carr 
said, after appearing before the 
school board. “I’m glad they gave 
their approval, but it’s going to take 
everybody working hard to raise the 
money to pay for the two winter 
sports.” 

Carr said the total co6t of the 
venture would total about $7,000, 
with about half of the money 
derived from gate receipts. 


Carr had proposed using a van 
from the Romulus Recreation 
Department to transport athletes to 
games, but that part of the program 
was nixed and regular school buses 
will be used. 

A packed room heard Carr’s 
presentation, including several 
alumni as well as coaches, students 
and parents. 

Head basketball coach Jesse 
Meriweather, now in his third year, 
was relieved with the board’s action, 
but still concerned. 

“I’m happy the boys will be able to 
play, for their sake. But everybody’s 
got to realize we’ve still got to raise 
$3,500 through various volunteer 
student and adult projects if we’re to 
be able to go through the entire 
season,” he said. 

“Remember, it’s a pay-as-you-go 
basis.” 

Head wrestling coach Vern Logan 
and JV cage mentor Rod Hanna also 
expressed hope the people would 
respond generously to several fund- 
raisers they have tentatively 
planned. 


The county replied it was for 
“administrative fees.” 

Stewart and other city officials are 
adamant in their belief that the cost 
increase is not justified and want an 
explanation. 

Stewart feels some of the 
“administrative costs” have 
already been paid in the regular 
contract. 

“Our whole problem is having to 
deal with the Wayne County Board 


of Auditors as the middle man,” 
Stewart claims. ‘‘We’ve already sat 
down and reached agreement with 
the Sheriff’s Department and we’re 
going to stick by that accord.” 

Peter O’Rourke, a member of a 
legal firm representing the city, was 
scheduled to submit a report to city 
council last night concerning the 
contract he has drawn up with the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department.

'Preemie' fights 
odds— and wins 


“He wasn’t even as wide as my hand, and the doctors said he 
wouldn’t live, but my husband, John, and I felt all along that our baby 
would survive.” 

This is the way Mrs. Nancy Maitland, 19, describes her “miracle” 
baby, Craig Scott, who weighed only one pound, 14 oz. at birth, and 
whose weight at one point dropped to one pound, eight ounces. 

The Romulus mother says: “I was upset when the doctors were so 
quick to ‘give up’ but I guess they just felt there wasn’t any hope.” 

Craig was born Aug. 23 at Oakwood Hospital in Dearborn, and 
although he was three months premature, he was delivered by natural 
birth. 

Mrs. Maitland said she owes “many thanks” to the doctors and also 
the neonatal intensive care unit at Detroit’s Mount Carmel Mercy 
Hospital, which took the baby when it was a week old. 

“Craig stopped breathing at one point,” his mother explained, 
“because his tiny lungs were not strong enough. He was put on a 
respirator and nursed along until new he weighs a little over five 
pounds.” 

Nancy said her husband, John, was a big inspiration through the 
difficult days. 

“John never once gave up hope, even when the doctors said there 
was little chance of Craig surviving,” she asid. “I hoped he would 
make it, but John never wavered in his belief that his son would pull 
through.” 

Mrs. Maitland found unusual comfort and delight in the doctor’s 
words at the hospital after the baby “made it” and was brought home 
Nov. 10. 

“It’s definitely a miracle. It’s things like this that makes being a 
doctor worthwhile,” the doctor told Mrs. Maitland, who lives at 10038 
Miriam in Romulus.

In a recent letter to George 
Bingham, sanitary engineer for the 
Downriver Sewage Disposal 
System, Herman stated: “The City 
of Romulus is suffering from a cash- 
flow problem in the water and sewer 
department. The problem is that the 
city does not currently have water 
and sewer rates sufficient to cover 
the expenses of the department.” 

Herman explained in the letter 
that the audit by the accounting firm 
of Icerman, Johnson and Hoffman 
showed a loss of $750,000 during the 
past fiscal year and a projected loss 
of $1 million next fiscal year. 

Herman explained further that 
wholesale water rates charged 
Romulus by Detroit have risen 71 
percent since 1967 and sewer rates 
have increased 197 percent since 
1974. During that same period, 
Herman says, the Romulus City 


Council passed only 39 percent of 
those increases on to the citizens. 

“When enough revenues are 
collected to cover the water and 
sewer bills the city will make 
payments on them,” Herman’s 
letter concluded. 

Peter O’Rourke, an attorney for a 
firm giving legal counsel to the city 
of Romulus, was to recommend a 
new water and sewer ordinance to 
the city council last night that would 
provide sufficient funds to operate 
the water and sewer department on 
a sound fiscal basis. 

“We have subsidized the water 
and sewer department long enough 
from the general fund,” Stewart 
said yesterday. 

“No more city funds are going to 
pay the water and sewer bills,” he 
insisted. “It’s time that department 
paid its own way like it’s supposed 
to.”

'Punishment should fit crime' 


Cahalan blasts ‘inequitable ' sentencing

There is no justice in a criminal 
justice system where one person 
convicted of a violent crime can get 
a suspended sentence, while another 
person convicted of the same crime 
can get sentenced to life in prison 

But that, unfortunately, is the way 
justice works in Michigan, said 
Wayne County Prosecutor William 
Cahalan during a Wayne Chamber 
of Commerce meeting Thursday. 

Equal protection under the law is 
scrupulously applied throughout the 
whole arrest and trial procedure, 
“until we come to the most crucial 
step of the proceedings,” Cahalan 


said 

“The criminal stands before the 
judge for a decision on whether or 
not the wrongdoer will be deprived 
of his liberty, and at that point we 
leave it to the judge’s whim and 
caprice. 

“Everyone is unequal at that 
moment.” 

Cahalan maintains that certaintly 
of punishment, in the form of 
minimum mandatory prison 
sentences, is necessary for justice in 
Michigan. 

Such mandatory sentences have 
been proven as crime deterrents, he 
said 

Although citizens cannot control 
many of the causes of crimes, this is 
one area where citizens can do 
something about crime. 


“We don’t use our deterrents,” he 
said. “The only deterrent we have is 
a fear on the part of the wrongdoer 
that he will be deprived of his 
liberty. 

“We don’t deter crime if we don’t 
use our deterrents.” 

Cahalan said “65 percent of all 
persons convicted of a felony never 
lose one moment of their freedom.” 

These people walk out of court 
with probation or a suspended 
sentence, he added. 

He blamed this inequity on a 
systme of justice where sole 
discretion in sentencing is left to the 
judiciary’. While a judicial ruling or 
verdict can be appealed, a sentence 
handed down by a judge cannot be 
appealed, he said 

Only the crimes of murder, armed 


robbery and treason carry any 
mandatory minimum sentences, he 
said. 

In other violent crimes, such as 
aggravated assault, “you can 
suspend his sentence, put him on 
probation, or put him in Jackson 
Prison for the rest of his life.” 

“We have given this discretion to 
the judge, and he or she has decided 
tofit the punishment to the criminal, 
not to the crime,” he said 
Cahalan said he is convinced that 
certainty of punishment will deter 
crime, referring to a dramatic 
example of that deterrent in Florida 
A law went into effect just this 
year in Florida requiring that any 
person convicted of a felony who had 
a firearm in his possession must go 


to jail for three years No parole or 
probation would be alleged 

“We have been advised by the 
Attorney General’s office in Florida 
that in the first six months of this 
year, compared to the first six 
months of last year, armed robbery 
has decreased by 39 percent, assault 
with a firearm has decreased by 144 
percent while assault without a 
weapon has increased, and 
homicide with a firearm has 
decreased by 21 percent.” 

Such mandatory sentences would 
not only deter criminals, but would 
guarantee that convicted criminals 
w ould be put out of action for two or 
three years, causing another 
reduction in crime 

Cahalan put the burden of 


changing the justice system in 
Michigan on the citizens 

“You get what you want in a 
democracy,’ he said “Who gave 
the judge all that discretion 0 You 
did ” 

Cahalan went on to say that he will 
be presenting the state Legislature 
with petitions in a few weeks that 
ask for mandatory minimum 
sentences for violent crimes 

After that, it will be up to those 
elected representatives to pass 
legislation making these mandatory 
sentences law 

He asked citizens with strong 
feelings about it to contact their 
legislators to insure that approprite 
laws are passed 

“We can do something about it,” 
he said “It is within our control ”

bom it became the industry west of 
the Alleghany Mountains. Tran- 
sportation limitations made the 
shipping of glass from the east coast 
over the mountains impractical. 

The Pittsburgh area became the 
glass making center for the old 
Midwest— Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West Virginia. It was, and still is, 
one of the two major glass producing 
centers in the country, the other 
being the east coast. 

Travelers in America in the 19th 
century found the Pittsburgh glass 
works worthy of mention in letters 
and narratives, and Presidents 
Andrew Jackson and James Monroe 
both ordered glass service from the 
Bakewell firm, the best known of the 
Pittsburgh manufacturer*:, a 
museum spokesman said. 

The Henry Ford Museum exhibit 
will offer examples of Pittsburgh 
glass in each of 10 categories— 
blown, cut, copper wheel engraved, 
pattern molded, lacy, pattern, art, 
flasks and bottles, lamps and 
novelties. 

One of the most interesting pieces 
to be shown will be an 1825 
Bakewell, Page and Bakewell 
coloreless tumbler from a set 
presented to DeWitt Clinton at the 


opening of the Erie Canal, the 
spokesman added. In addition to the 
engraved “DWC” monogram on the 
side, the bottom contains a sulfide 
bust of Clinton. 

Another interesting object in the 
exhibit and one of a type important 
to Americans of the 19th century is a 
yellow-amber pint bottle or flask. 
Typically, these flasks had patriotic 
or historical events pictured on 
them. This one has a three-quarter 
bust of George Washington on the 
front and a standing eagle and shield 
on the opposite side. 

The museum will sponsor a Glass 
Collector’s Weekend Jan. 28-30 in 
conjunction with the exhibition. The 
format will consist of lectures, teas, 
discussions, a reception and dinner 
and informal visit to the exhibition 
with the speakers and museum staff.

Lead poison work 
will be continued 


The lead poisoning prevention 
program, which protects 
preschoolers, will continue for a 
fourth consecutive year in Wayne 
County, following an application by 
the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners for more federal 
funds. 

A proposed grant from the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW) was approved 
by the commissioners Nov. 18, and 
will provide $162,542 of federal funds 
for the project for another full year. 

The lead poisoning prevention 
program administers blood tests to 
screen children for lead content and 
is intended to eliminate or reduce 
lead dangers in residential 
dwellings. 

In target areas approved by HEW, 
the program is concentrated on 
children aged 1 through 5 years who 
live in swellings built before 1950. 

Houses and apartment buildings 
constructed during this period are 
considered a chief source of 
poisoning because of lead-based 
paint on walls and woodwork that 
youngsters often chew. 

The program includes a complete 
evaluation of all housing units where 
children are discovered with 
hazardous lead absorption levels. 

Most affected children are 
discovered by door-to-door contact, 
although some are referred to the 
prevention program by the Medicaid 


or the County PRESCAD programs. 

In door-to-door contact, health 
workers try a minimum of four 
times to reach parents in each 
home. When contact is made, the 
dangers of lead poisoning are 
explained, and parents are asked for 
permission to pinprick each child’s 
finger for a blood sample for later 
analysis. 

Children found with elevated lead 
levels are referred to hospitals for 
treatment, and a public health 
sanitarian thereafter contacts 
homeowners or landlords and 
recommends measures to eliminate 
or lessen the lead danger. 

Lead poisoning in children can 
cause brain damage, retardation, 
seizures, blingness, kidney 
problems, learning disability and 
even death. 

Mote than 100,000 eligible children 
are within the jurisdiction of the 
County Health Department which 
administers the lead poisoning 
prevention program. 

According to reports published 
when the program began, Wayne 
County contains about 142,000 
swelling units known to have lead- 
based paint on walls and woodwork, 
and there are about 20,000 eligible 
children living in pre-1950 homes. 

The program applies only to out- 
county areas not affected by a 
similar program in effect within the 
City of Detroit only.

Accuracy in media 


Should media 's influence be reduced? 


By REED IRVINE 

WASHINGTON — A recently 
published survey has come up with 
startling confirmation of charges 
that the news media have too much 
power and that the reporters and 


editors tend to be far more liberal 
than the general public. 

The survey was a joint project of 
The Washington Post and the 
Harvard University Center for 
International Affairs. More than 300 
journalists were interviewed by

Fixed sentencing 
for crimes has 
our endorsement 


Few countries permit as 
much flexibility as the 
United States in methods of 
criminal punishment. 

A glaring inconsistency in 
punishing criminals has 
consistently drawn the ire of 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
William Cahalan. 

He steadfastly has been 
advocating a system 
whereby the punishment 
should fit the crime. It is such 
a simple solution to the 
inequitable way our 
criminal justice system is 
structured today that the 
average mind cannot 
comprehend why this has not 
been done years ago. 

But for all the response 
Cahalan's pleas have 
received he might have well 
been talking to the man in the 
moon. 

We feel it's about time that 
somebody listen and then do 
something about it. That 
somebody »s the Michiqan 
Legislature — and it can take 
the step that will label 
criminals the third-class 
citizens they really are and 
do away with the "first- 
class" status seemingly 
accorded them today by our 
judicial system. 

Cahalan, bless him, just 
won't give up. Last week he 
told a gathering of members 
of fhe Wayne Chamber of 
Commerce that the "cer- 
tainty of punishment, in the 
form of mandatory 
minimum sentences, is a 
deterrent to crime." 

What Cahalan is espousing 
is, of course, true. It has been 
proven dramatically in other 
states — Florida for one. 

Fixed sentences for certain 
crimes is not a new proposal. 
It has been discussed many 
times, but the legislature for 
one reason or another has 
failed to take any initiative in 
introducing laws making it 
happen. 

Cahalan says that equal 
protection under the law is 
scrupulously appl ied 
throughout the entire arrest 
and trial procedure, but the 
most crucial part of the 
proceed i ngs— the sen- 
tencing— is left to the whim 
and caprice of a judge. 

Cahalan insists that 
citizens, you and me, 
although we cannot control 
many of the causes of 


crimes, can do something 
about deterring crime by 
pushing for mandatory 
minimum prison terms. 

Only crimes of murder, 
armed robbery and treason 
now carry mandatory 
minimum sentences. But 
what about other violent 
crimes, such as aggravated 
assault, rape and burglary? 

The county prosecutor 
says that 65 percent of all 
persons convicted of a felony 
never lose one moment of 
their freedom. They walk out 
of court with probation or a 
suspended sentence. 

We agree with Cahalan 
that a dangerous flaw in our 
system is allowing a judge 
the sole discretion in sen- 
tencing. 

When it comes to the so- 
called violent crimes, judges 
should not be able to 
determine the penalty. 

To many times first- 
offenders as well as second 
and third offenders are set 
free with little more than a 
wrist slap. We believe first 
offenders should suffer the 
full stroke of the law, 
especially if they have 
committed a violent crime. 

The whole reason for 
mandatory minimum or 
fixed sentences is to keep 
that person from committing 
his or her first crime. This is 
the deterrent we are sure will 
work if it is clearly un- 
derstood that the certainty of 
punishment awaits the of- 
fender. 

Behind the developing 
concensus concerning fixed 
sentencing is a recognition 
that our prisons do not 
rehabilitate and that parole 
has become a device to 
relieve overcrowding in our 
prisons. 

Cahalan wants Michigan's 
citizens to change the justice 
system and one way is to sign 
a petition presently being 
circulated. The other way is 
for citizens to contact their 
legislators and let them know 
they want appropriate laws 
passed. 

Our criminal justice 
system has not done the job it 
is supposed to do. We believe 
that making the punishment 
fit the crime is clearly an 
important step in restoring 
credibility to Michigan's— 
and America's — criminal 
justice system. 


means of lengthy mail question- 
naires. Sixty percent worked for 
newspapers, and the rest worked for 
radio or television. About half were 
headquartered in Washington, D. C., 
and the other half were newspaper 
managing editors and radio and TV 
news directors. 

The Washington-based reporters 
classfied themselves over- 
whelmingly as liberal. Fifty-nine 
percent described themselves as 
liberals, and 61 percent said that 
they had voted for McGovern for 
Ffresident in 1972. Only 18 percent 
classified themselves as con- 
servatives, and 22 percent said they 
had voted for Nixon in 1972. In that 
election, Nixon won 61 percent of the 
popular vote, while McGovern took 
38 percent. A Harris poll published 
in January, 1976, indicated that 43 
percent of the American people 
wanted to see the country move in a 


more conservative direction, 
compared to 19 percent who favored 
a more liberal course. Twenty 
percent did not favor moving either 
way. 

The Washington-based journalists 
are clearly not representative of the 
views of the general public. The 
news managers tended to be older 
and somewhat less liberal. Forty 
percent described themselves as 
liberals against 17 percent who said 
they were conservatives. Forty- 
three percent said they were 
“moderates.” Forty-four percent of 
this group voted for McGovern 
against 39 percent that voted for 
Nixon. The liberal-conservative line- 
up of this group is just the opposite of 
the distribution the Harris poll found 
in the public at large. 

These findings give strong support 
to the complaints of conservatives 


that the news media tend to be 
strongly liberal and fail to give 
conservative views a fair shake. 
Those who point to the fact that the 
newspapers overwhelmingly en- 
dorsed Nixon over McGovern in 1972 
to rebut charges of liberal bias are 
failing to distinguish between those 
who control the editorials and those 
who control the news. The publisher 
may dictate which candidates the 
paper will support in its editorials. 
He is unlikely to exercise much 
control over the way in which the 
news is presented. 

The survey found that the media 
group were pretty well satisfied with 
their performance. Eighty percent 
disagreed with that statement, but 
75 percent of the businessmen and 
farm leaders surveyed agreed with 
the statement. About 40 percent of 
the general public agreed, while 60 
percent did not.

Perhaps the most striking finding 
of this survey was the widespread 
agreement that the news media 
exercise greater influence than 
people think they should. Even the 
media group indicated that the 
media influence ought to be reduced. 
Unlike other leadership groups that 
were covered in this survey, the 
journalists thought the influence of 
their own group was very high. 
Business leaders, farm leaders, 
blacks, feminists and political 
operatives all felt that their group 
was low in influence but that it ought 
to be higher Only the journalists 
ranked their group high in influence 
and thought that it ought to be lower. 

The nearly 2,500 leaders surveyed 
representing these various groups 
ranked the media No. 1 in influence. 
They thought it should be reduced 
substantially.

A visit to death row

“Is it true that Tom is scheduled to die today?” 

“If not today, he’ll be executed tomorrow,” he answered. 

“Don’t you feel guilty with his blood on your hands?” 

“No, not guilty, but it is a messy business,” he admitted. 

Attempting one last effort to speak with Tom, I walked over and put 
my hand on his head “How do you feel about dying?” I asked him. 

“I’m as innocent as can be. I’m unjustly sentenced to die,” he 
replied. He paced back and forth, his head twitching with each step. 
“Not only do they arbitrarily sentence me to suffer death, they seem to 
take great delight in it. Why, they even seem to have a festive at- 
mosphere about it” 

I agreed with him. I took the lonely path back to the prison farm gate 
and looked longingly back at Tom. It was the last time I would see him 
alive. He would be dead before midnight. 

- My feelings went out to him and his plight, but my mercenary 

feelings must have gotten the best of me, for I agreed to the slaying of 
Tom. I was as guilty as any of the others in society who condemned 
this helpless, innocent one to death. 

And the next time I saw him, Tom Turkey was dressed superbly, 
surrounded by cranberry sauce, mashed potatoes and all the trim- 
mings on the Thanksgiving table. 


Tom sat on death row. 

He didn’t believe in capital punishment, but here he was spending 
his last hours after being sentenced to death. He paced back and forth 
in the prison yard not knowing when the final blow would come. 

I watched him closely, noticing him fidget nervously. He was one 
among many sentenced to this place of execution. 

Tom was big and strong and had lived a fairly decent life. I wasn’t 
sure the death decree had been entirely fair, so I visited him to get his 
side of the story. Interviewing him was difficult, but you can learn 
quite a bit just from watching one’s actions. He continued to pace back 
and forth. 

It seemed a shame that he would lose his life just as everyone was 
enjoying the holiday. I tried to picture him in death, still of body, 
entering another world. The man who guarded the gate eyed me 
suspiciously and rarely ever took his glance off those on death row. 

Tom’s food still lay on his tray getting cold. I offered it to him, but 
after taking a few bites, he turned and walked away. 

He didn’t seem to trust me, even though I had come for the express 
purpose of helping him escape the death penalty. 

The gate guard walked over to the bench where I sat and eased down 
beside me. I had to ask about Tom.

Credit ratings 
are important 


If you have ever applied for credit, 
or made a purchase with some form 
of credit instrument, your name is 
probably listed with one or more 
credit reporting agencies. These 
agencies are actually an industry 
within themselves. Their main 
purpose is to proyide information to 
retail and wholesale merchants 
concerning the bill-paying ability 
and record of credit-using 
consumers. In order to operate at a 
profit, the reporting bureau sells this 
information to its customers, 
usually creditors. Often these 
creditors are members of one or 
more reporting services. 

But enough about basic structure. 
There are important facts you 
should know if you use the services 
of a credit reporting agency. First, 
the integrity of your credit rating is 
important— so don’t listen to those 
who may tell you not to be 
concerned. Second, there are 
several things you may do to protect 
your rating. 


How do 

QUESTION: What can be done to 
control the rising Medicaid costs? 

GOVERNOR: It is imperative 
that all of us realize controlling 
Medicaid costs is a Michigan 
problem and its solution requires all 
persons, providers and consumers to 
dedicate themselves to holding the 
line on Medicaid costs. I have been 
encouraged and impressed with the 
cooperation the state has received 
from providers in containment 
measures. 

Although fraud within the system 
is only a small part of the total 
problem, it must be sought out and 
eliminated. 

Steps must be taken either by 
consumers and providers or by 
governmental regulation to insure 
proper utilization of facilities and 
services. Presently, the 
reimbursement structure for the 
medical delivery system does not 
offer incentives for economizing by 
cutting back on utilization Public 
policy must not only promote but 
require and reward consumers and 
providers for decreased utilization. 

The provider organizations and 
the state government have agreed to 
several procedures that should help 
control the costs These include the 


There are two main types of credit 
reports: the consumer report, and 
the investigative consumer report. 
The first is conducted by the credit 
bureau itself and pertains primarily 
to a consumer’s creditworthiness, 
character, general reputation, and 
style of living. This report is used 
for the purpose of establishing one’s 
eligibility for credit, insurance, or 
employment purposes. The 
investigative consumer report 
contains similar information but is 
obtained by outside investigators 
from personal interviews with 
neighbors, friends, or associates of 
the consumer This type of report 
doesn’t include information 
specifically related to facts about 
the consumer’s credit record. 

Obviously, there is a great amount 
of information about people in a 
reporting service’s files. The 
Federal Fair Credit Reporting Act 
assures these agencies supply only 
factual, current information. 
Basically, the responsibility of 


establishment of onsite program 
reviews in up to 20 hospitals which

maintaining accuracy lies with both 
the agency and with the consumer. 
This is a fairly simple procedure. 

If you have been denied credit 
within the last 30 days, you have the 
right to examine your credit file at 
the reporting bureau. There is no 
charge for this provided you make 
the request within those 30 days. 
Upon examination of your file, if you 
find information which you believe 
to be incorrect, you may dispute that 
information. The reporting agency 
must then reinvestigate and record 
the current status of that 
information. If, after the 
investigation, the agency finds the 
information to be inaccurate, or 
cannot verify that information, the 
agency must delete it from your 
report 

If the reinvestigation does not 
resolve the dispute, you should file 
with the agency a brief statement 
stating the nature of your dispute. 
Whenever you do this, the agency 
must include your statement in any

Heating bills climb 
as cold continues 


Consumers Power Company’s 
natural gas customers are going to 
find lhat their November bills may 
be substantially higher than normal 
because of the continuing 
abnormally cold weather, according 
to E. A. Waggener, metro region 
general manager. 

Waggener suggested that 
customers be especially watchful for 
wasteful energy practices in order to 
keep fuel consumption a nd their bills 
as low as possible. 

“The past 30 days through Nov. 15 
have been 48 percent colder than 
normal,” Waggener said, “and 114 
percent colder than the same period 
last year.” 

The unusual cold is readily 
apparent from the amount of natural 
gas distributed by the company in 
the last 30 days, he said. “Through 
Nov. 15 we’ve sent out 38.6 billion 
cubic feet of gas compared to 24.4 
billion cubic feet last year.” 

Because of differing levels of gas 
consumption by individual 
customers and because the period 
covered will vary depending on 
when a customer’s meter was read, 
Waggener was unable to estimate 
the impact of the cold weather on an 
average bill 

He noted that the weather during 

\ 


November has been even worse than 
was the unusually cold October 
which Michigan experienced 

“We’ve had 438 ‘degree days’ thus 
far in November,” Waggener said, 
“compared to a norm of 333 for this 
15-day period. This is 32 percent 
above normal. There were 562 
degree days during October, 
compared to a normal 377, a 49- 
percent increase.” 

A degree day is a measurement of 
cold weather computed by 
subtracting the mean daily outdoor 
temperature from 65, the 
temperature at which space heating 
is normally turned on. 

Waggener said that customers 
who take steps to conserve energy 
can help limit the amount of their 
energy bills. Among the day-to-day 
measures he suggested are dialing 
down the thermostat, limiting the 
number of times outside doors are 
opened and closing off the heat 
registers to rooms which are not 
used regularly. 

With the continuing cold and the 
increased energy consumption 
during the holiday season, 
Waggener pointed out that 
customers who practice energy 
conservation will save themselves 
from even higher bills.

Do you explain it away with a fairy tale? Do you tell him 
that God called him away? Or do you answer truthfully, 
but simply, so that the child relates his Grandpa's death 
to, perhaps, flowers which live, grow, wither and 
ultimately die? 

If the child is offered a fairy tale, he'll accept it — for 
now But, like all fairy tales, they have a way to 
remaining make believe for but a short while. And then 
how do you face the child? Can you keep his trust after 
that? Perhaps. Perhaps not. 

If you tell the child that God has called Grandpa away, 
you may be sincere, but philosophy and theology are not 
usually within a youngster's understanding. And what is 
there to dispel the notion that "God may again call" — 
taking away his mother, his father? 

Relate to flowers 

It might be better to explain how flowers grow and 
bloom, then wither and die This concept is un 
derstandable to the child because it's a fact he can grasp 
One he has witnessed "Flowers," you may explain, 
"don't live a long time. But we like them and we 
remember them Grandpa lived a long time. Remember 
the good times you had with Grandpa But like the 
flowers, he, too, died We loved him — and we'll 
remember him with love, won't we?" 

You can expect many questions. Answer them simply. 
The young child needs to understand that what has 
happened is a natural course of events, like the seasons 
and the sun's rising and setting that he is part of the 
family, sharing and understanding that his own sad 
ness is shared and understood.

Caution is password 
for holiday weekend 


Moderation and common sense 
should be the password to safety for 
the 102-hour Thanksgiving holiday 
season, one of the most dangerous 
periods in the state for auto travel, 
according to the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

Sixteen persons lost their lives 
during last year’s holiday period, 
with an average of 24 deaths each of 
the last four years. 

To reduce the death toll during the 
4-day period, the Auto Club is 
advising motorists driving near 
home to avoid alcoholic beverages, 
since 75 percent of the holiday traffic 
deaths occur within 25 miles of 
home. 

The holiday officially will get 
underway at 6 o’clock tonight and 
run until 12a.m. Sunday. 

The Auto Club’s recommendations 
for hosts and holiday travelers to 
make Thanksgiving the safest 


holiday ever include: 

— Restrict 1-day, roundtrips by 
car to no more than 200 miles and 
plan to be home by dusk. 

— If driving, remember the “One 
for One” Rule. It takes one hour for 
theaverage person to assimilate one 
ounce of alcohol. TNvo ounces of 
alcohol in an hour double chances of 
a fatal accident. 

— Hosts should stop serving 
alcohol an hour before guests depart 
and serve a meal or snacks.

Keep the tree fresh by 
making a new diagonal cut about 
two inches from the bottom and 
placing it in a stand with a water- 
filled container. Replace the water 
as it evaporates. * 

Do not set a tree near a fireplace, 
stove or refrigerator. 

Use non-flammable decorations. 
Check all electrical decorations for 
frayed, cracked or worn insulation 
and inspect the plug for damage. 
Electrical fixtures should carry the 
approval label of the Underwriters 
Laboratory. 

Be sure not to overload electrical 
circuits. Disconnect the tree lights 
before leaving the house or retiring 
at night.

Snow shoveling: 


could cause tragedy 


A seasonal snowfall may be a 
delight to youngsters who revel in 
bounding through white drifts or 
sleighing down powdered slopes. 

That’sfine for the younger set, but 
for residents who are middle-aged 
and don’t get much exercise, take 
care, advises the Michigan Heart 
Association. What’s fun for children, 
could be fatal to you. 

Every winter, a heavy snowfall is 
followed heart attack deaths due to 
over-exertion, warned association 
representatives. 

If you’re past 40 years of age, 
desk-bound at the office and spend 
most weekends watching television, 
think twice before grabbing a shovel 
to clear your sidewalk or driveway 
of snow. 

According to the Heart 
Association, the body reacts to cold 
by constricting its small arteries, 
through which blood passes away 
from the heart to various parts of the 
body. This natural response— 
peripheral-vaso constriction— 
reduces loss of body heat and when it 
takes place, the heart must work 
harder to pump blood through the 
narrowed arteries. Its load is further 
increased because the arteries 
which feed the heart itself are 
constricted as well. 

Additional stress occurs when the 
blood pressure rises, which 
sometimes happens in cold weather, 
or when the person exercises. 

It is for these reasons that cold 
weather brings with it a need for 
special precautions, the Heart 
Association recommended 

So when it comes to shovelling 
snow, here are a few precautions. 

— If you have heart disease, don’t 
shovel without your doctor’s 
permission. 

— If you’ re over 40 years of age, be 
careful, even if you are healthy. 

— Don’t smoke during the period 
you shovel. Smoking causes 
constriction of blood vessels as cold 
air does. TTie combination could be 
lethal 

— Don’t shovel to the point of 
exhaustion. Fatigue is a further 
strain on the heart. 

— Dress warmly in light, thin 
layers of clothing; muffle ears and 
throat and keep hands and feet dry. 

— Each shoveful of dry snow 
weighs about 4 pounds and wet snow 
is much heavier. When you shovel, 
lift with your entire body, keeping 
your back straight. 

— If you run out of breath, pause 
until breathing is easier. If you feel 
tighteness in your chest, quit. 


Those are guidelines to shovelling 
snow, and now here are the warning 
signs of a heart attack. 

— Prolonged, heavy pressure of 
squeezing pain in the center of the 
chest, behind the breastbone. 

— Pain which may spread to the 
shoulder, arm, neck or jaw. 

— Pain, or discomfort, 
accompanied by sweating. Nausea, 
vomiting or shortness of breath also 
may occur. 


— Symptoms may subside or 
return. 

If you recognize these warning 
signs don’t panic, the Heart 
Association advises. Try to relax 
and think clearly. Get help 
immediately. Call your doctor, the 
police or a hospital emergency room 
at once. Half of all heart attack 
deaths occur before the victim gets 
to a hnsnital

Manufacturers Association 
(NCIMA), R-30 for ceilings, R-14 for 
sidewalls and R-13'for floors over 
uninsulated areas, are considerably 
higher than not only most existing or 
newer homes, but higher than 
recommended by manufacturers of 
most other insulating materials. 
These higher degrees of insulation, 
NCIMA says, can be achieved with 
cellulosic fiber insulation. 

With fuel prices expected to 
continue their upward spiral for 
some time, R-value is a term 
residents have to know something 
about in the future.

Homeowners everywhere are 
finding it will cost even more to heat 
their homes this winter, so the 
search is on mere seriously than 
ever before for ways to reduce fuel 
consumption and lower fuel bills.

(1) Insulate your home well. It’s 
the most effective thing you can do. 
With adequate insulation, your home 
will require only about 50 percent as 
much fuel as with no insulation 
To insulate an existing home, first 
pay attention to the ceiling, where 
heat loss is greatest. You can 


generally i; ’ate the ceiling, where 
heat loss is eatest, yourself by 
laying thick, but lightweight fiber 
glass blankets between joists in the 
attic floor. 

If you already have some 
insulation, you can use an “add-on” 
insulation which is made 
specifically to bring inadequate attic 
insulation up to today’s standards. 
Consult an insulation contractor 
about insulating closed-in ceilings 
and walls. 

Choose amounts of insulation by 
resistance numbers, which tell how 
well insulation retards heat flow. In

new homes, use at least R-19 (Sc- 
inch thickness) in ceilings, R-ll (3 7 /§ 
inches to 4 inches) in walls. 
Insulation in floors is needed for 
homes built over open crawl spaces. 

(3) Use storm doors, keep them 
‘ tightly latched. 

(4) Weatherstrip windows and 
doors to keep warm air in, cold air 
out. 


(5) Caulk cracks around the 
outside of window and door frames. 

(6) Call in a heating service man 
to clean and adjust the heating 
burner. He also should check 
balancing of the heat distribution 
system to make sure no room gets 
more heat than it needs. 

(7) Clean or replace furnace 


filters. Dirty filters may severely 
hinder movement of warm air, 
reducing efficiency and wasting 
fuel. 

(8) Set the thermostat back at 
night, but only 6 or 7 degees. A 
bigger setback will require extra 
fuel on morning pick-up. Always set 
the thermostat back if you’re going 
to be away for a weekend or longer. 

(9) Check the location of your 
thermostat. It should be on an inside 
wall four to five feet above floor 
level. Keep it away from heat 
sources such as a TV set or a lamp. 

(10) Turn off heat in rooms that 


aren’t used. If you have zone 
thermostats to control your heating 
consider keeping bedrooms at a 
lower temperature during the day. If 
you like to sleep with a window open, 
make sure the bedroom door is 
closed 

(11) Install a humidifier When 
relative humidity is high, you will be 
comfortable at a lower temperature 

(12) Develop good heat 
conservation habits. Lock windows 
to pull sash tightly together Close 
fireplace dampers except when a 
fire is burning.

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' Little things' 
help decorate 
wall-to-wall 

The difference between furnishing a room and decorating it is evident in the 
little things. 

This never is truer than when you’re working with patterns, which is most of 
the time if you do any decorating. Patterns are popular — for draperies and 
walls, floor coverings and upholstery- 

Interior designers have no difficulty selecting patterns to go together. 
They’ve been schooled in how to build color bridges between patterns and to 
vary the scale of patterns so they won’t clash. These may be little things, but 
they’re important. 

Since most of us aren’t professional decorators, we welcome all the help we 
can get, like coordinated materials from the manufacturer. Happily, such help 
is available. 

One room that comes in for redecorating more than most is the kitchen. 
Kitchen projects usually include replacing the old linoleum with modern 
flooring, often a no-wax floor. 

And now there’s a collection of no-wax floors and wallcoverings that were 
literally made for each other. 

Each flooring design has a corresponding wallcovering. The tricky part — 
coordinating the patterns and colors — has been taken care of by the 
manufacturer. 

Unlike many no-wax floors whose designs are printed-on, these floors have 
inlaid color that comes from building up thousands of vinyl granules and fusing 
them together under high heat and pressure — a process a lot like nature’s own. 
The design is topped by a special no-wax surface that ives the floors their long- 
lasting shine. 

The wallcoverings are washable vinyl, and they’re pretrimmed, prepasted 
and strippable. 

That not only makes them easier to apply (or someday remove) but it 
suggests other uses for the wallcoverings: for example, on kitchen cabinets and 
doors and as trim on ceiling moldings and food preparation islands. 

Decoupage is another way to bring decorator touches to a remodeling project. 
Take some leftover wallcovering and a pair of scissors and cut out the pattern. 
Then simply moisten and apply the cut-outs to tables, window shades, chair 
backs, or other furniture. 

There’s no better way to unify open spaces than with floors and wall- 
coverings that not only go together, but tie together the other furnishings for a 
total decorating effect. 

Circular stairway 
connects 2 rooms 


Idle rooms and 
unimproved floor space 
are fast disappearing in 
homes as families beat 
the high cost of moving 
by remodeling attics, 
basements or garages 
into new bedrooms or 
leisure areas. 

One of the more 
creative renovations 
done to a home recently 
began with knocking out 
the wall at the front 
entry and adding a new 
living room at the front 
of the house. More in- 
teresting, however, is 
the new party room and 
how to get there. 

Originally, the only 
way to the unfinished 
room was down the back 
stairs behind the kit- 
chen and through the 
basement laundry 
room. All right for 
family, maybe, but not 
too good for en- 
tertaining. 

So the couple cut a 
round hole 5^ feet 
across in the middle of 
the floor between the 
new living room and the 
family room-dining 
area. Then they dug a 
rectangular hole 
alongside the basement 
room, so they wouldn’t 
take away any floor 
space. 

This rectangular 
stairwell was bricked in 
and faced with cedar 
shingles left over from 
the living room ad- 
dition. The shingles 
blended with the cedar 
board paneling on the 
walls of the new living 
room and party room. 

A railing of metal rods 
and wood rails was 





added around the 
stairwell in the en- 
tryway for safety. A 
welder friend fabricated 
the circular stairs 
following the couple’s 
design. 

The stairs were 
brought in sections and 
welded in place. The 
steps are iron frames 
with wood pieces cut to 
fit and set in. The treads 
are covered with car- 


peting that is removable 
for cleaning or 
replacing. 

Carpeting, white paint 
and the cedar paneling 
added brightness and 
color hardly imaginable 
before the renovation 
began. And the new 
stairs made it easy for 
an overflow of friends to 
move downstairs into 
the new party room.

Proper maintenance can trim expenses 


What can the average person do to 
help fight inflation? 

Just as “charity begins at home,” 
the struggle against inflation also 
should begin at home. One way to 
stretch the family budget is to apply 
the twin principles of proper care 
and preventive maintenance. 

Cars, clothes, appliances, home 
furnishings — with proper care 
they’ll look better and last longer, 
thus cutting dowp on major 
household spending. 

A home furnishings company, has 
some timely advice on floor treat- 
ment. Some tips on proper care are: 

— If the floor is near an outside 
door, place a mat or throw rug at the 
entrance to keep soil from being 
tracked in. It should not have syn- 
thetic foam backing that can cause 
the floor to become discolored. 

— Floor protectors should be used 
on the legs of furniture to minimize 
scratches and indentations. 

— When moving heavy furniture 
or appliances, slip a scrap of carpet 
face down under each leg to avoid 
damaging the floor. 

Preventive maintenance requires 
regular sweeping or vacuuming, 
sponge-mopping with warm water, 
occasional washing, and polishing 
(except in the case of no-wax floors). 

Sweeping: To prevent soil build-up 
and scratches, sweep, dust-mop or 
vacuum floors often. 

Sponge-mopping: Dip the sponge-

mop into a bucket of warm water, 
wring it out well, and push the mop 
across the floor — pressing enough 
to loosen the surface dirt. Do not 
flood the floor. 

Washing: Prepare a cleaning 
solution with warm water and a 
general-purpose liquid detergent. 
Do not use soap-based products 
which can leave a dulling film. 

Use one sponge-mop and bucket to 
wash the floor and another mop and 
bucket for rinsing. Floors always 
should be rinsed thoroughly because 
detergent left after washing will 
hold dirt. 

Dip the sponge-mop into the 
cleaning solution, and without 
wringing it out, spread it on a small 
area of the floor (about 3 fe^t by 3 
feet). Relax for a minute while the 
detergent attacks the dirt, then go 
over the area with the saturated 
mop, scrubbing hard enough to 
clean the floor thoroughly. Stubborn 
marks can be gotten up with a nylon 
pad. Wringing out the mop, soak up 
as much of the cleaning solution as 
possible. 

Next, take your rinse mop, dip it

Waxing: With the exception of no- 
wax floors, all floors should receive 
regular applications of a protective 
floor polish to prevent scratching 
and to provide a bright shine. 
Always apply the wax to a clean 
surface, and strip off accumulated 
layers of wax after six or seven 


applications. 

Follow the steps for washing, then 
allow the floor to dry. Apply the 
polish in a thin, uniform coat. Move 
the applicator in all directions to 
assure even distribution. Let the 
polish dry completely before using 
the room. 


No-wax floors should have a 
bright, shiny appearance to begin 
with and should keep that shine 
without waxing far longer than 
ordinary vinyl floors. To keep that 
shiny, new look, no-wax floors must 
be swept, sponge-mopped and 
washed — but not waxed. 

Eventually normal foot traffic 
may begin to reduce the gloss of a 
no-wax wear surface. A special 
finish available from flooring stores 
can be used from time to time to 
touch up the shine. This finish is not 
a wax or polish; it’s a substance like 
the original factory -applied wear 
surface.

is to put leftovers in the 
refrigerator immed- 
iately after the meal." 

went on to say 
that in preparing your 
Thanksgiving bird, 
cooking it to an internal 
temperature of 185 
degrees is necessary to 
destroy organisms 
which can cause food 
poisoning. If preparing 
dressing, it’s important 
to place it in the turkey 
just before roasting and 
remove it from the 
cavity before storing in 
the refrigerator. 

If someone in the 
family does become ill 
and you suspect food 
poisoning, call your 
doctor or local health 
department, Heffron 
advised, then call MDA 
to investigate and be 
sure to save a sample of 
the food for analysis in 
the MDA laboratory.

felons who end up as state prisoners 
and who receive credit toward their 
sentences for time served in the 
Wayne County Jail. 

The county Board of 
Commissioners has approved a 
resolution that seeks changes in the 
state law which would make the 
state financially responsible for the 
time these prisoners spend in the 
county jail. 

The resolution, approved by the 
Board at its Nov. 18 meeting, was 
introduced by Commissioners 
Edgar Harris (D-Taylor), Thomas 
Presnell (D-Westland) and Royce E. 
Smith (D-Belleville). 

It also seeks reimbursement for 
jail care from convicted prisoners 
who have the ability to pay their 
daily housing costs. 

"Jail costs are skyrocketing, and 
it’s unfair to ask Wayne County 
taxpayers to pay millions of dollars 
for inmates who are technically 
state prisoners," Harris said. "If 
credit toward time served were not 
granted, the state would have to 
keep the prisoners longer and pay 
the full cost of housing them." 

Under present law, the county is 
obligated to pay for the housing and 
care of inmates awaiting trial. In 
Wayne County* convicted inmates 
are sent to the state prison in 
Jackson, where the financial 
responsibility falls upon the state. 

"The law we want amended deals 
with credit for time served," 
Presnell said. "The courts now must 
grant credit for time served prior to 
sentencing, if the convicted 
individual has been unable or denied 
the opportunity to post bond." 

"We don’t object to that 
principle," he added. "But we do 
want the state to pay all charges and 
expenses of maintaining prisoners in 
the county jail system during the 
‘credited’ period.’’ 

"The 1974-75 per diem cost of 
housing a prisoner in the County Jail 
was $30.77," Smith continued. "Our 
1975-76 figures aren’t available yet, 
but it’s been estimated by our county 
auditors that the cost could rise as 
high as $50 per day, principally 
because of the high cost of 
converting M Building to house the 
overflow of county prisoners." 
Smith went on to say that it cost the 
county $9.3 million in fiscal 1974-75 to 
house prisoners in the county jail 
system. 

"A good share of the prisoners we 
keep eventually end up in Jackson," 
he added. "I checked with the 
Sheriffs Jail Division and they told 
me that from January through 
October, the county has sent 2,564 
men to Jackson. 

"Roughly, 95 percent of these men 
get credit for time served in our jail. 
If the state paid us back for this 
time, it would amount to a healthy 
rebate that could be applied 
elsewhere." 

Presnell said the county also will 
seek new legislation requiring 
convicted persons or their estates to 
repay the county or the state for 
their time spent in jail, if they are 
financially able to do so. 

The three commissioners said 
they also uncovered an area of jail 
expense that, by law, should be 
borne by the State of Michigan. 

"The state is obligated to pay the 
daily housing costs of state parole 
violators who are kept in the county 
jail," Smith said "But our 
investigation has discovered that the 
state has been ignoring our bills for 
reimbursement for at least 15 and 
perhaps 20 years." 

"This is an unjust burden on the 
Wayne County taxpayers, and we 
intend to look into it," he continued. 

In related action, the Board of 
Commissioners also approved a 
resolution sponsored by

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Bernie Docusen...in his heyday 


New Orleans honors 
its ex-boxing great— 
Westland's Docusen

He still moves silently like a 
panther stalking his prey; he holds 
his head high and & proud, though 
few men have taken the pounding 
this man has. 

Bernard Docusen can move in and 
out of crowds now with no one 
recognizing him — few will ever 
realize how close he came to 
immortality. 

The year was 1948. The Second 
World War had ended and the world 
was returning back to “normalcy’* 
and Harry S. Truman was preparing 
to take on challenger Thomas 
Dewey in what was to become one of 
the closest United States 
presidential races in the history of 
this country. 

Meanwhile, a relatively unknown 
boxer, the then 28-year-old Docusen 
was preparing to meet Sugar Ray 
Robinson, the welterweight 
champion of the world. 

The stage was Chicago’s 
Comiskey Park and Sugar Ray was 
stepping into the ring with 48 
consecutive victories behind him. 
He was the bettor’s 5-1 choice to 
dump Docusen who had come out of 
the South whipping the likes of Joey 
Bamum, Gene Burton and Louis 
Bell — all “blue chip” welters in 
their time. 

Docusen remembers the fight with 
Sugar Ray “as if it were yesterday”. 

“I was on edge,” recalled the 
handsome boxer. “And for good 
reason . Our bout had been postponed 
twice before — and that was getting 
to me.” 

Apparently, Sugar Ray was 
infamously known to delay or 
postpone a scheduled bout so that his 
opponent would train hard, then 
break and then be forced to train 
again. 

Finally, in June of 1948 Docusen 
stepped into the ring with Sugar 
Ray. And for 10 of the 15 scheduled 
rounds, the New Orleans boxer had 
the defending world champs 
worried. 

Then, in the 11th — but, let 
Docusen tell his story: “I was 
coming off the rope when Robinson 
caught me with a left hook that put 
me on the canvas. 


“It was the first time in my 
professional career that I had been 
knocked down,” Docusen said. “And 
I could hear the ref counting.” 

Docusen got upat the count of nine 
— but the damage had been 
inflicted. He managed to struggle 
through the next four rounds and 
Robinson eventually was awarded 
an unanimous decision. 

“This is the first time I ever had 
anyone on the floor and couldn’t 
finish him off,” Sugar Ray told 
reporters. “He’s the best boxer I 
ever fought and I have never seen 
anyone punch as fast as this kid — 
he’s your next champ.” 

Time unfortunately proved Sugar 
Ray wrong. 

Docusen amassed an incredible 
66-9-8 won-lo6t-draw record, but he 
never reached the coveted world 
title. In 1953, after suffering a 
beating at the hands of Joey 
Giambra, Bernie hung up his gloves 
for good. 

Earlier this year, Docusen, who 
resides in Westland with his wife, 
the former Rose Tules, a “Miss New 
Orleans Beauty Queen’’, returned to 
New Orleans for some special 
ceremonies. 

New Orleans had not forgotten 
Docusen, whom the fans consider 
“the finest boxer to come out of that 
city without a title”. 

Docusen was inducted into the 
New Orleans Sports Hall of Fame on 
May 19, 1976. 

A few months later, Bernie 
suffered a blow which was as 
devasting as the one inflicted by the 
great Sugar Ray. Evans Products 
Co. of Plymouth where Docusen had 
been employed for more than 20 
years announced it was moving out 
of the state and to Chicago. 

That move by Evans’ Product cut 
off Docusen’s income and placed 
him in an unemployment line. The 
father of six children calls it “a 
temporary setback” then adds:

“I have always kept my faith in 
the Lord and I know things will work 
out for us. The greatest and happiest 
moment in my life was the day I 
received Jesus Christ in my heart as 
my Lord.” 

The world boxing title may have 
eluded Bernie Docusen, but he has 
found a world few champs have ever 
discovered.

Wayne matmen win opener

If you’re casting about 
for new inspiration in the 
cookie department, then 
consider French Chocolate 
Orange Bon Bons, little 
balls of flavorful dough, 
dipped in egg white and 
chopped nuts. It’s a recipe 


WHEN CUTTING “roll 
and cut” cookie dough, dip 
knives and cutters in flour, 
but shake off the excess. 
Dip again, and shake off, if 
necessary, before you 
finish cutting out the 
dough. 


WHEN A RECIPE calls 
for chopped candied fruit, 
dates, dried fruit or raisins, 
it’s easier to cut them with 
kitchen shears rather than 
a knife.

BUTTER COOKIES

4 to 6 -pound beef rib eye 
( Ddmonico) roast 
Place roast, fat side up, 
on rack in open roasting 
pan. Insert roast meat 
thermometer so the bulb is 


centered in the thickest 
part, being sure it does not 
rest in fat. Do not add 
water. Do not cover. Roast 
in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) to the desired 
degree of doneness. The 
meat thermometer will 
register 140 degrees for 
rare; 160 degrees for 
medium; 170 degrees for 
well done. Allow 18 to 20 
minutes per pound for rare, 
20 to 22 for medium and 22 
to 24 for well done. Allow to 
“set” 15 minutes before 
carving.

Garnish : C hopped 
parsley, chopped nuts and

Blend fiver sausage and 
cream cheese which have 
been prepared at room 
temperature.
